Ourcaco, Aug. 1.—The National Conven- 
tion of the American Bi- Metallic Leagpe met 
at 10 o’clock in this city this morning, and 
the attendance was larger than that of any 
previous assembly of like kind in the history 
of financial agitation. Thearmy of delegates 
assembled over-crowded the First Methodist 
Church auditorium an hour before the meet- 
ing was called to order, and it was early 
apparenta large number would have to be 
excluded. 

The features of many of the dattie- scarred 
veterans of financial agitation were visible 
in the heterogenous mass. Gen. A. J. 
Warner of Ohio, President of the League, 
stood with Congressman Bartine of Nevada, 
and near them was seated Congressman 
Bryan of Nebraska,aman of opposite po- 
litical faith from Mr. Bartine, but foremost in 
the common battle for free coinage. A few feet 
away from the Colorado delegation was Gov. 
Waite of the Silver State. Senators Mantle 
of Montana and Shoup of Idaho conversed 
fraternally with Patterson of Colorado, the 
first two Republicans, and the last the leader 
of the free - coinage faction in the Democratic 
National Convention of a year ago. 

„Gov.“ Kolb, the Populist leader of Ala- 
bama, surrounded by a score of brawny 
Populists, was one ofthe most conspicuous 
men in the convention, and as he conversed 
warmly with Editor Goodwin of the Salt Lake 
Herald the two were joined by Herman G. 
Taubeneck of the Executive Committee of 
the People’s party, anda moment later the 
interesting trio was increased by Senator 
Dubois of Idaho, who will observe no caucus 
that opposes the free colnage of silver. 

When Chairman Warner called the conven. 
tion to order scores ot delegates were obliged 
to stanain the alsies. In a few opening 
words Chairman Warner introduced Mayor 
Harrison of Chicago, who welcomed the 
delegates. 

**Chicago seems to be the spot, said he, 
nere all turn themselves that their ideas 
may be spread over the land. I welcome 
you this morning because I believe you have 
the good ofthe country at heart, Some of 
you may be rather wild, It is said you are 
lunatics—silver lunatics. Tlook down upon 
you and am glad to welcome such lunatics. 
{[Applause.] Alexander the Great, the three 
wise men of the East who found the Saviour, 
Martin Luther, Christopher Columbus and 
Napoleon Bonaparte were all called lunatics 
in their times, butall have left their mark 
on the sands of time. It is crazy men 
who march the world forward and make 
progress possible. You may be denounced, 
but John Sherman was always crazy enough 
to fll his pockets with the wealth of this 
world. Gold is found in pockets, It is the fruit 
of chance, but silver is worked out of the rocks 
by hard labor. [Applause.] 

They say that those who believe in silver bi- 
metalism are crazy. If the act of 1878 could 
De blotted from the annals of American 
political action I believe silver would be 
worth 129 cents an ounce. [Applause.| Be 
wise in your deliberations, but be fearless. 

Congress is about to meet. Give the bene- 
fit of your deliberations to Congress and tell 
Grover Cleveland what the people want.’’ 
[Great applause.) 

Hon. Thos. M. Patterson, in responding to 
Mayor Harrison’s address, said:

WALL STREET MORE CHEERFUL. 


The Improved Tone Due to Engagement 
of Gold in London. 

Nrw York, Aug. 1.—Wall Street was more 
cheerful to-day than for months. The 
change in the temper of the speculators and 
the improved tone were due to the reported 
engagement ot gold in London for shipment 
to New York and Onicago, It was announced 


$4,600,000 gold had been withdrawn from tbe 
Bank of England ee SS America. 
Of this, $500,000 is consigned to the first 
National Bank at Chicago, the same amount 
tothe ns Trust Co. of Chicago, and $250,000 
toa Boston bank. Itis estimated the total 
shipments from London and the Continent 
for the week will reach nearly $8,000,000. 
With thisnew money at the disposal of the 
banks it is expected rates will settle 
down toa normal basis. The sterling exchange 
market was a shade firmer. 4 * 
of gold were the largest buyers of bills to- 
day. Thesupply of bills against grain and 
provisions is large.

NOT YET OVER. 


Bangkok Fears an Attack by the 
French Fleet. 


Blockade of the Ports Still Enforced by 
Admiral Humann. 


BREW COMPLICATIONS IN THE SETTLE- 
MENT OF THE CONTROVERSY. 


* 

A French Commission Sent to the Slam 
ese King to Demand Guarantees of 
Good Faith—The Answer to the Ulti- 
matum Does Not End the Question— 
Muttering of the British Press Over 
the Action of France. 

Panis, Aug. 1.—There are sigus that the 
Government is bending before the 
blast that is blowing from the Boulevards. 
It is now explained that France has not 


really accepted Siam’s full submission to the 
demands of the French ultimatum. The 


submission was only put on record when it 
was ré@ived from Prince Vadhana, the 
Siamese Minister to France, and nothing 
final will be done until M. Leyderede VII. 
lors. the French Plenipotentiary, who is now 
on his way to Siam, has accomplished his 
mission to Bangkok. His instructions are 
specific as to certain guarantees that Siam 
must make to carry out the terms of the ulti- 
matum. The suggestion that France has 
been influenced by England in the settlement 
of the Siamese incident is galling to the 
French, and the Government finds it neces- 
sary to prolongthe controversy even at the 
risk of giving offense to Great Britain by the 
continuance of the blockade of Siamese ports. 

Dispatches from Bangkok recetved in Paris 
last night support the report current here 
and in London that Admiral Humanon had 
not raised the biockade, but was taking 
steps to make it more effective, even going 
so far as to notify the British warships Sur- 
prise and Pallas to move without the line of 
blockade. These ships are lying in the Gulf 
of Slam, just of tha mouth of 
the Menam. Bangkok, according to 
these dispatebhes, is in constant fear of 
an attack from the French ships comprising 
Humann’s fleet, Which now numbers thirteen 
vessels. This fleet lies at the Island of 81 
Chang, near the head of the gulf. 

It is said Lord Dufferin and M. De Velle at 
their interview yesterday merely amplified 
what has already been prepared for signa- 
ture. Discussion was confined to a rough 
draft of the convention for the delimination 
of the frontiers of the territory to be hafided 
over tothe French by the Siamese and the 
formation ofa buffer country between the 
French and British possessions. 


ENGLAND IS ANXIOUS. 

Lorpor, Aug. 1.—London papers are at a 
loss to account forthe course which advices 
from Bangkok indicate France is pursuing in 
Siam. The Daily Neuss this morning says: 

The latest news from Bankok is very 
serious. Slam having aecepted the French 
terms, France's persistence in maintaining a 
blockade will be equivalent to an unprovoked 
declaration of war, not an open demand 
for the cession of Siam. We have no desire 
toattack France, but while Lord Roseberry 
made up his mind from the first not to assist 
nor encourage the Siamese, he was equally 
determined with the full approval of his 
colleagues, to protect the commercial rights 
of his own country. He daistinctly warned 
France that British vessels could not be 
stopped under a blockade avowédly pacific 
in character. 

It is quite Impossible for Great Britain to 
withdraw the ships she sent to Bangkok for 
protective purposes. We cannot be accused 
of exciting public feeling against France. 
But moderation is one thing, weakness an- 
other. 

The Standard this morning again affirms 
andat greater length than yesterday that 
owing to the representation made to M. De 
Velle by Lord Dufferin, the question of a 
neutral zone between the French possessions 
in the Siamese peninsula and British Burmah 
and the Shan States has been settled satis- 
factorily, and that it has been agreed the 
French blockade of the Siamese coast shall 
be raised immediately. Reports of similar 
purport appear again in the Post. 


SIAM GIVES GUARANTEES. 

PARIS, Aug. 1.—Prince Vadhana, the Siam 
ese Minister to France, called at the 
Foreign Office to-day and informed Foreign 
Minister Develle that Siam was prepared to 
give thesupplementary guarantees required 
by Frarmce for the fulfillment of the 
terms the of ultimatum pending 
a final settlement of the questions 
involved.

A Peculiar Law ef the Police Relief Asso- 
ciation—City Hall News. 


City Counselor Marshall gave an opinion to 
the Police Board to-day in the matter of 
placing the name of the widow of Officer L. 
A. Boone onthe police pension list. Boone 
was shot by an unknown man on May 13 last 


near the House of Refuge. The wound was 
inthe arm, and thought to be slight, but 
blood poisoning set in, and be died three 
days ter. His widow received $1,000 from 
the police relief fund, and subsequently 
sought to have her name placed on the regu- 
lar pension list. 

The City Counselor holds that the widow 
of any police officer who has been killed 
while in the discharge of his duty, or who 18 
retired by reason-of age Or other valld cause 
is entitled to have her name placed on the 
police pension list, but is debarred thereby 
from receiving any aid or remuneration 
from the police relief fund. In the case of the 
widow Boone, however, it appears that she 
has already recetwed $1,000 from the relief 
fund, and, he says he nas nothing in the 
law which prohipitsa Widow after receiving 
money from the re tet fund from also being 
placed on the regulat pension list. . 

If she had been on the pension list, then 
she could not have received anything from 
the relief fund, but the law makes no pro- 
vision vice-versa. 

He therefore holds that as the present act 
stands thereis nothing to prevent the Police 
Board from placing Mrs. Boone’s nameon 
the regular pension list. 


Removing Faupers. 

City Comptroller Sturgeon, Health Com- 
missioner Homan and City Counselor Mar- 
shall will hold a conference to-morrow to 
determine what shall be done about remov- 


ing certain inmates of the Poor-house to 
quarantine station so as to make more 
room atthe former institution. The City 
Counselor has already xiven an opinion that 
this cannot be legally done, but the Health 
Commissioner says he willdo it unless pro- 
hibited by the Mayor. As Oomptroller 
Sturgeon holds the purse strings, he 
has strück a snag and the Comptroller 
wishes to confer with him ana the City Coun- 
sellor before he gives his consent to meet the 
bills which will arise from the change. Mr. 
Sturgeon sald to-day that he was inclined to 
think the Health Commissioner would have 
to abandon the scheme for the present. 


Board of Public Improvements.

Collapse of a Big Pull Deal in Pork 
The Failure Fcreshadowed dy the 
Tremendous Fall in the Prics of Pork 
From $19 to 810 Per Parrel This 
Morning—Others Involved— Failures. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 1.—For the past two weeks 
the provision pit on the Board of Trade has 
been very Gull, and especially in the mess 
pork. Some days last week there was not a 
single trade in that article for hours. There 
was a shadow over the market and every- 
body was afraid totouch it. Last March the 
trade became aware of the fact that some 
one was ‘‘bulling’’ the market, and after a 
time it became a matter of general belief that 
the deal was run bya single heavy opera- 
tor, who did not appear in it in person, but 
who worked through the well-known broker- 
age houses of J. G. Stever & Co., E. W.

The outcome this 
morning was the cry from the balcony of the 
trading room that the firms above mentioned 
were unable to meet their contracts and ad- 
vising those having trades with them to 
close them out under the rules. 

The sound of Secretary Stone’s voice had 
not ceased to reverberate in the lofty room 
when dedlam broke loose in the provision 
pit. The other pits were deserted. The 
com plained-of dullness in pork vanished as a 
roar went up from the wildly excited crowd, 
Sept. pork, which closed at $19 per barrel 
yesterday, was first offered at $18.75, then $18, 
then $17.75, $17.50, $17, $16, and so on down by 
quarters. halves and dollars, till the price 
touched $10, a sheer descent of $9 within a 
little over half an hour. 

Brokers shouted themselves hoarse and red 
in the face in their frantic efforts to protect 
themselves and fairly tumbled over each 
other in the struggle to let a bidder have 
mess pork at his own pricein quantities to 
suit. 

At the bottom the deals seemed to be about 
all settled and the market for the first time 
Operators 
began to see that pork at $10 per berrel, 
with hogs at the ruling price, was cheap and 
they began to buy. The price began 
gradually tocrawlup, touching $11, then $12 
and at ll o’clock the pit was again quiet and 
the market steady at $11.75. There is no 
means of knowing just how much is involved 
in the deal, but it is estimated the specula- 
tor referred to was long to the amount of 50, 
000 barrels, which, with a loss of $9 per 
barrel, would be about $450,000. 

At In m., just as matters had settled 
down and began to look serene, a series of 
thunderclaps fairly shook the Board of Trade 
building. The failures of the North Ameri- 
can Provision Co. and of Jack Cudahy, the 
heavy packer and daring operatorin hog 
products, andof Wright & Haughey, heavy 
receivers and shippers of grain, were an- 
nounced, created the utmost consternation, 
and prices began to tumble all over the floor 
of the Exchange. 

Cudahy was largely interested in the North 
American Provision Co., and when its failure 
was announced that of Cudahy was looked 
for, and it was not long until it came. After 
thatthe fallure of Wright & Haughey was 
not unexpected, as they were interested 
with Cudahy in his deals. Cudahy had been 
carrying a large amount of lard and in ad- 
dition has dealt heavily in ribs. The sudden 
slump in pork this morning caught him un- 
prepared to meet the decline in lard and 
ribs which accompanied it, and he was 
forced tothe wall. It is impossible now to 
tell the amounts involved, but they are de- 
lieved to be very large. The North American 
Provision Co. alone is capitalized tor $250,000. 

The John Oudahy Packing Co., which has 
its main house here, witha branch at Louis- 
ville and Nashville, is owned by Mr. Oudaby, 
but its affairs are separate from his private 
affairs and, so far, there is no indication 
that itis involved. In the rush to cover con- 
tracts with the insolvent firms the price of 
September lard went down to 6.00c,a loss 
compared with the opening price 8.75c. It 
closed at 6.62c, September ribs fell to 5.90c, 
against 7. 250 at the opening, recovering to 
6. Mac, however, before the close. 


NUMBER OF ARRESTS PROBABLE. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 1.—It was learned 
here last night that there will likely be a 
number ofarrests asa resultof the Indian- 
apolis National Bank failure. Evidence 
made public yesterday shows the defunct 
concern was grossly mismanaged, and that 
the $1,100,000 of deposits were strewn about 
with lavish hands. It has been given out al- 
ready that the 81.500, 000 of loans carried by 


the bank are worthless to such a degree that 
depositors may not realize over 25 cents on 
the dollar. The most serious charge, how- 
ever, is that individual stockholders were 
permitted to borrow many times over 
what is allowed by the 10 per cent rule.

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Charles F. Vail’s Declaration Just Be- 
fore He Breathed His Last. 


PASSED AWAY AVOWING HIS INNOCENCE 
OF CHARGES AGAINST HIM. 


He Did Not Want His Mother Worried— 
The Reference He Made to Charles 
Funke, His Friend, concerning the Al- 
legations Against Him—Funeral Ser- 
vices Over Vail this Afternoon. 


It has just come to light that Charles F. 
Vail, just before he breathed his last, madea 
statement to his bosom friend, Mr. Charles 
Funke, concerning the killing of Mrs, Vall. 


Since Vail met with nis awful fall 
at the Union Trust Co. Bullding 
last Thursday the question has been 
asked a thousand times, did he 


make a statement or will he make a state- 
ment before he dies?’’ The curious public 


has stretched its ear to catch from 
Vail’s bedside the least reference to 
the tragedy of his life, the shooting 


of his wife at Old Monroe, Lincoln 
Co., Mo., Feb. 6, 1890. She died the next day 
from the effects of the bullet, fired from the 
revolver in her husband’s overcoat pocket. 
The courts and the public have since labored 
to settle the point as to whether the revolver 
was fired by accident or design. 

Lawyer Marshall FT. McDonald, vanu's 
counsel and confidant, has been looked to 


for a statement from Vail, but until 
last night Mr, McDonald did not 
know that Vail bad said a word 


to any one about the tragedy, from the time 
of his fall to the cellar of the Union Trust Co. 
Building up to the moment of his death. 
Last night, however, Mr. McDonald met 
Charles Funke, a friend of Vail’s, who 
passed Saturday nicht with the dying 
man and hada conversation with Vail, in 
which he made a reference to his case, which 
is of interest. 
REFERRED TO THE CASE. 


At midnight, Saturday, an hour before Vail 
died, Mr. and Mrs. Vail had retired,and their 
son George had gone down-stairs. Charles 


F. Vail then said to Mr. Funke: 

Charlie, are we alone?“ 

We are. 

„Well, Charlie, Iam going to die. 

Mr. Funke urged him to de more hopeful, 
but to no effect. 

All Iask of you, Charlie, ts 
mother know that I am about to dle. 
will be grieved enough when lam gone.“ 

Vall paused a moment and added: 4s to 
the charges against me, I can die in perfect 

eace. All I want you to do is to keep it 
rom mother that lam going to die.“ 

Vail said no more, and died within the 
hour. His remark that as for the charges 
against him he could die in peace, indicates 
that to the last he wasfirmin his adherence 
to bis protests of innocence. 

THE FUNERAL. 

The funeral took place at 8 
v’clock this afternoon from the home of 
Vall’s parents, 937 Hamilton avenue 
to Bellefontaine Cemetery. When the 
hour for the last sad rites approached 
the friends of the family gathered about the 
coffin, and Rev. Dr. F. L. Ferguson, pastor 
of the West Presbyterian Church, con- 
ducted the services for the dead, ac- 
cording to the standards of his creed. 
The parents of the dead man, especially the 
devoted mother, to whom Charles was so 
much attached, received the sincere sympa- 
thy of all who witnessed the pathetic scene. 
At the close of the religious services the fu- 
neral took its way to the cemetery.

An eider duck farmer is excessively proud 
os his ducks, and regards them with Intense 
and pecullar affection.

AMERICAN COLUMBUSES. 


Linsal Desc>ndants Who Are as Real as 
the Duke of Veragua. 


Buffale Special to Philadelphia Press. 

For the last fifty-two years there has lived 
in Buffalo a lineal descendant of Christopher 
Columbus, and around the knees of this pa - 
triarch could be gathered to-day eight living 
children, thirty grandchildren and six great- 
grandchildren, sothat there is little danger 
ofthe name of Columbus becoming extinct 
or forgotten. 

The name of this venerable descendant ofa 
famous man is Alexius Columbus. He is 96 
years old; will, in fact, be 97 on Aug. 123 next. 


There is no doubt about his age or nativity, 
for these matters were verified by his son, 
John Columbus, with whom the old man 
makes his home, and who for that purpose 
paida visit to Quebec, near where Alexlus 
was born and reared. The old man igin 
fairly good health, His skin is swarthy and 
his hair is snow white. His children are all 
lighter complexion, except one daughter, 
Mrs. Rosa Columbus Sours of Chicago who 
inherits herfather’s dusky skin. Since the 
death of his wife last spring, at the age of 76, 
Alexius has been steadily failing in spirit. 

Alexius Columbus was a ship- bullder by 
trade, as was his ancestors. He is the only 
one of his generation who came tothe States. 
His sisters and brothers lived in the Province 
of Quebec, though it is not known that more 
than one of them Is still surviving.

IMMIGRANT TICKET COMMISSIONS. 


Steps Being Taken by the Western Pas- 
senger Association to Lessen Them. 
New YorK, Aug. 1.— There was a meeting 

of the general Eastern passenger agents of 

the Western railways to take steps for ascer- 

taining how many prepaid orders for immi- 

grant tickets were outstanding. Chairman 

Caldwell of the Western Passenger Associa- 

tion presided, and all the lines 


were represented, including several 
transcontinental companies that have 
lately joined the association. The 
purpose of the Western Association 18 
to keep check on the emigrant Dusiness and 
abolish big commissions. The root of the 
evil is in the foreign method of ticketing im- 
migrants. Ofcourse the agents will work 
for the railway that pays the biggest com- 
mission. Commissions of $6 to $10 have re- 
cently been pald on passengers from New 
York to St. Paul, although the authorized 
rate is $1.50 from New York to Chicago. It 18 
this practice that the Western Association 
wants tostop. All the companies violated it. 

It is likely to be some time before they stop 
the practice. A revised system of commis- 
sions will probably be adopted, in which case 
the larger commissions shall be recognized 
not later than the end of this year. The 
above applies to general traffic. In case of 
the contracts made with Messrs. Johnson, 
Murrell, Murtensen, McDonnell and Broberg, 
on business between Chicago and the North- 
west, the resolutions of the general passen- 
ger agents provide the guaranteed commis- 
sion, $1.75, between Chicago and St. Paul, 
shall be allowed on orders issued not later 
than Oct. 80, and they shall not be recog- 
nized beyond the end of this year. 
At a meeting it was recommended that 
Chairman Caldwell would be the one to 
ascertain how many prepaid orders were 
outstanding. The purpose is to determine 
the amount of business comingto each road 
at high commissions. There seems to be no 
way, however, of getting the desired in- 
formation from the independent agents. 
They will not show their orders and it is 
natural they should exaggerate the number, 
80 they may have business com- 
ing in for some time in the 
future. Itis presumed most of the compa- 
nies will honor these fictitious orders rather 
than lose the trafic. While he is here Chair- 
man Caldwell will havea conference with 
representatives of the Canadian and South- 
ern Pacific roads, They started out paying 
big commissions and wound up witha gen- 
eral reduction between the Atlantic and 
Pacific.

An Outcome of the Unprecedented Low

Fostoria, O., Aug. 1.—A large number of 
farmers in this vicinity are feeding their 
wheat to hogs, rather than sell it atthe low 
prices now ruling. Hogs are quoted at from 
$5 to $7 a hundred, and it is estimated that a 
bushel of wheat properly ground and pre- 
pared and fed witha little other feed to give 
variety, will put from ffteen to twenty 
pounds of flesh on a hog. This being the 


case. the farmer can easily realize $1 a bushel 
for his wheat and save the trouble of hauling 
it to market. In one case just west of here 
a farmer turned 150 head of hogs into his 
wheat fleld, not even taking the trouble to 
harvest it, and itis said the porkers are do- 
ing finely on their new provender,

Stockholders in the World's Fair Will Get 
No Dividends. 


WoORLD’S Fam GrouNDS, CHICAGO, III., 
Aug. 1.—With the closing of the gates last 
night the first half of the ColambDian Ex posi- 
tion passed into history. The number of 
paid admissions during the month was 2,759,- 
971, and the largest number of paid admis- 
sions registered was on July 4, when 283,278 
people deposited the admission fee with the 
ticket sellers. The smallest number was on 


Sunday last, when only 8,632 paid admissions 
were recorded. The paidattendance for May 
was 1,050,037, while that of June more than 
doubled this figure, reaching a total of 2,675, -

Officials of the Fair are greatly pleased with 
the artistic success of the great Ex ition, 
but this much cannot be said of the fnaaucial 
end of the enterprise, The attendance has 
failed largely toreachthe mark it Was ex- 
ected toattain during the first half of the 
air, and es lally during the month of 
July. Forthis the railroads are in the main 
held responsible and the officials do not hesi- 
tate tocriticise their stubboruness and mean- 
ness in refusing to make a one-fare round 
trip at the beginning ofthe Fair.

THE SILVER CONVENTION. 

The friends of free silver coinage will 
blunder fatally at Chicago if they take a 
stand which plainly proclaims silver mon- 
ometallism as the end they are seeking. 

Bi-metallic free coinage on a ratio insur- 
ing parity of intrinsic value, or a close 
approximation thereto, is doubtless the 
desideratum of a great majority of people 
in all sections of the country. They cling 
to the hope that its attainment is practi- 
cable. When convinced that it is not at- 
tainable, and that they have to accept a 
monometallic standard, many of the hon- 
est and sincere bi-metallists will side with 
the powerful interests demanding the gold 
standard in preference to the fluctuating 
and now rapidly depreciating silver stand- 
ard. 

This choice between two extremes of 
monometallism will be forced upon the 
country, and the issue presented will be 
whether the present silver dollar shall be 
the standard, with gold demonetized and 
converted into a mere commodity, or the 
present gold dollar shall be the standard 
with silver put on the basis of a mere com- 
modity, if the convention meeting at Chi- 
cago to-day shall succeed in committing 
the friends of silver to an unyielding ad- 
hesion to free coinage on the ratio of 1 
to 16. 

No such free coinage law can be passed 
over the President's veto. If passed it 
would instantly demonetize and send to 
the melting pot every dollar of our 5700, 
000,000 of gold coin, contracting our cur- 
rency that much with all the disastrous 
consequences of such a contraction. No 
man will coin a lump of gold into $16 
when that amount of gold bullion can be 
exchanged for §20 to §24 in silver legal 
tender dollars. 

Moreover many honest bi-metallists 
would see in such a coinage revolution 
nothing but a disgraceful trick of repudia- 
tion, an effort to scale down all private 
debts and all Federal, State and corpora- 
tion bonds. Probably the most numerous 
and sincere of the bi-metallists are those 
who want honest bi-metallism—free coin- 
age for silver and gold on a ratio that 
would give us, not only intrinsic parity in 
our coins, but a fair adjustment of all 
pecuniary obligations, securing the credi- 
tor payment in money as good as he lent 
but no better, and requiring the debtor to 
pay dollars of no greater or less purchas- 
ing power than was contemplated in his 
note or bond. 

This sort of adjustment implies a com- 
mission of actuaries and expert statisticians 
to compare the purchasing power of un- 
coined gold and silver with the market 
prices of allthe great staples in the mar- 
kets of the world for the last forty years, 
so as to ascertain how much of the change 
in the intrinsic ratio of the two money 
metals is due to the depreciation of the one 
and how much to the appreciation of the 
other. With this knowledge it would 
be easy to extract the value gained by 
the appreciation of the metal in 
one coin and to supply the value lost by 
the depreciation of the metal in the other, 
and in this way fix a new ratio of bi- 
metallic free coinage on a basis of in- 
trinsic parity and equitable payment ef all 
debts, public and private. > 

The masses would favor such an adjust- 
ment by an overwhelming majority. ‘There 
is no reason to believe President Cleveland. 

But 
the extremists seem likely to control both 
sides of this ight and to give the country 
no choice but between the single gold 
standard, rapidly appreciating as it is, 
and the single silver standard, rapidly de-

suffer the sharpest from evils not of their 
own creation. They have no reason to be 
satisfied with the way the world of finance 
has been managed and no doubt think 
they have been wronged either by the 
selfish greed of speculators or through the 
ignorance of legislators. A great wrong 
has been committed and these men cannot 
be blamed if they bitterly resent it. 
Starving men are prone to resort to 
nature’s way to relieve their sufferings 
and avenge their wrongs, but the tramp- 
ing Coloradoans have adopted a milder 
and better course. 1 

Their behavior at this juncture indicates 
a degree of self-control and sound judg- 
ment with which they have been seldom 
credited. Distrust of the plain people dis- 
tinguished the old Federalists ‘and is still 
rife among the party’s successors. Only a 
few months ago Senator Hoarof Massa- 
chusetts gave voice to this distrust when 
he declared that the people, the mass, were 
incapable of self-government and must be 
guided and controlled by the wiser, better 
and more learned members of society. 
This belief was never entertained by any 
who believed in Democratic ingtitutions, 
but it has been strengthened of late years 
among others by the reckless violence so 
often displayed during strikes and lock- 
outs. 

The good behavior of these hapless 
searchers for food in a land overflowing 
with plenty is, therefore, a most welcome 
indication that Americans, even while suf- 
fering the most grievous wrongs, still re- 
spect the law and are willing to submit to 
temporary hardship rather than set aside 
that which is the strongest guarantee of 
their ultimate well being. Men like these 
have the legal fiber and may be trusted 
with as much . as they can get. 


TEN-DOLLAB “IMMIGRANTS. 


An Eastern contemporary is much 
worked up overthe continued influx into 
this country of what it is pleased to call 
the $10-immigrant.’’ 

This newspaper finds occasion for pro- 
found sorrow in the fact that many thou- 
sands of immigrants with less than $100 
each have been brought into this country 
duringthe past year. It has nothing to say 
against the moral character of these poor 
men who came to make homes for them- 
selves ina new country nor ot their will- 
ingness and ability to work. The ground 
of its plaint is that these immigrants take 
the work and wages that belong to Ameri- 
can workmen and therefore according to 
its view their need to work, willingness to 
work and ability to work are detriments. 

This is a queer view of immigration 
which has become too common under the 
influence of restrictive and monopoly- 
creating legislation. It is a false view 
founded upon a pernicious system of in- 
dustrial operation. Under fair conditions 
of industry and trade every able-bodied 
worker is an addition to the strength, the 
wealth-producing forces of the country. 
He isthe creator of wealth whether he 
works it from the soil or makes it in the 
shop. 

Consumption by itself is nota benefit. 
The consumer is desirable only in so far as 
he contribute to production. When we

BRAINED WIFE AND CHILDREN. 


Desperate Deed cf a Despondent Farmer 
—Feared Starvation. 


Antico, Wis., Aug. 1.—In a fit of despond- 
ency William Novemacher, a farmer living 
nine miles southeast of here, brained his 
wife and three children and then made a fu- 
tile attempt to end his own life. Nouemacher

CHOLERA AND QUARARTINE. 


European Ports Tust Be Watched by 
American Health Officers. 


The Dtetetic and Hygienic Gazette for August 
will contain an article on ‘‘Cholera and 
Quarantine’’ by Dr. Edward O. Shakespeare 
of Philadelphia. Whether or not Asiatic 
cholera will again cross the Atlantic this 
summer still remains problematical, says 
the writer, but the persistence of the disease 
during the last fall and winter in Western 


Europe gives reason for anxiety. 

Past experionce teaches that in no single 
instance in the history ofthe disease has the 
epidemic completely vanished from Europe 
in less than four years after the time of its 
first arrivalon that Continent. The same 
experience also proves that in North Ameri- 
ca the greatest danger has heretofore been 
during the second or third year of the Euro- 
pean epidemic. 

In 1892. says Dr. Shakespeare. France 
stood conspicuous and alone among European 
nations in pursuance ye etree — and con- 
stantly of the policy of attempting to sup- 
press the truth concerning the existence of 
cholera. During April and May of last year 
and during the whole of last summer, fal 
and winter and the spring of this year, 
we know that cholera has not deen ab- 
sent from France. We know also that not 
less than twenty-six or twenty-seven of 
the departments ofthat republic have been 
visited by the epidemic, which, if we judge 
by the fatality of the disease and the rapidicy 
of death after the onset of the attack, pos- 
sessed as virulent a character as any of the 
past. Yet, not once, as far as we can re- 
member, dia the words ‘Asiatic cholera’ ap- 
pear ir any of the oficial health bulletins is- 
sued by the French Government or by the 
municipalities. ** 

The doctor quotes figures from the London 

showing that there were 704 deaths 
from cholera during the month of June in the 
southern part of Fragte; 188 of these were in 
Marsellles. 3 

It now seems very eertain. Dr. Shakespeare 
asserts, that last year Hamburg was infected 
frst from France, instead of from Russia. 
Whether the cholera in France was an impor- 
tation from Southern Russia or was more di- 
rectly introduced from its original starting 
point in the East, the writer thinks is impos- 
sible of exact determination. But it Is 
chiefly to France that the civilized world 
west of Russia and Hungary must directly 
credit the misfortunes created by the Euro- 
pean epidemic thus far of 1892-6. 

This is what the doctor has to say about the 
danger of a cholera epidemic in Europe this 
summer: While we still have cholera in 
Russia, and cholera in France to threaten us 
this year, as we had last summer and 
autumn, these old seeds of the epidemic ma 
be materially reinforced before the end o 
the summer. The virulent scourge, which 
was recently devastating the valleys of the 
Tigris and Euphrates, and is rapidly advanc- 
ing northward towards the Black Sea and 
westward towards the shores of the 
Mediterranean, and that which carried 
by British ships to the Red Sea port of 
Mecca, is marching towards the Suez Canal 
may be dangerous for Europe. * °* 4

He expresses himself as follows concerning 
the probabie effect of the new Federal 
quarantine law: 

In our opinion we are in some respects in 
a far better situation since the passage of 
the national quarantine act last winter, 
faulty as itis, than we ever have been before 
to cope effectively with the danger ofan in- 
vasion of cholera from Europe. * * * The 
manner of administration of this new na- 
tional quarantine law is what concerns Us at 
this moment. We are strongly inclined to 
believe that the faults of this bill will be 
found to outweigh its advantages if there is 
warrant in ft fora practical substitution of a 
genuine quarantine at our home ports, where 
we have the authority, interest and facilities 
to enforce it, by the service ofa few marine 
hospital surgeons at foreign ports, under 
sufferance and with noactual power or au
